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1. After Dr. Jonchim Daeumling arrived in Egypt, he first concerned himself with 
interpretations of international law and translations. According to Source, 

D; eumling is n hard worker and seems to have had considerable experience* But it 
can be assumed that in the meantime he has s'nrted with his real job, the organ- 
ization of intelligence and a central security agency similat to his former German 
organization. 

2. Efforts are being made to camouflage his activity, he himself having mentioned 
that he was doing statistical work at the Ministry of Health* Even General Wilhelm 
Fahrnbacher i'» not informed regarding Daeumling 1 s real work, for he mentioned to 
Joseph Tiefenbacher ( former adjutant to Dr. ^osa) in obvious reference to Daeumling 
that he had heard that an SS-gener&l had been called to replace him* Mrs Hansen 
(fnu), a veteran German resident of Cairo and a friend of Mrs. Voss, discovered 
that Daeumling 1 s story was untrue when she asked an official of the Ministry of 
Health a* out Dr. Daeumling end he stated that he knew no such man. 

3. Dr. Daeumling lends a rather retired life with his wife and three children. 
According to Source, he seems to have had a rather hard time after World War 11 
untill he entered a commercial firm at Dusseldorf.
